On receipt of tha foregoing - 
the Viceroy ordains that ‘a notification ba 
issued to the ‘l’ea déalers with injunctions to 
be laid upon’them for their obedience.” 
The Magistrates being inrecoipt of the 
above instructions, have to issue a notifica- 
tion in purétiance of their’ tenor ; ‘and .we 
do therefore: accordingly proclaim for the 
instruction of all members of . the’ Tea 
‘Trade, that it is an obvious duty to make 
houesty aud gond faith the guiding princi 
ples of commerce with “foreign merchants, . 
ond that to cherish fraudulent designs can in 
no Wise be permitted, They should, uore- 
over, bear in mind that the bulk uf the Tea. 
export bas been confined ‘of late years to 
the porte of Fukien, whilst the local trade 
in Canton teas itself has at the same time 
languished ia an unusual degree. If fraudu- 
lent practices-in the way of false packing 
| be further persisted in, not only will those 
guilty of auch acts be liable to prosecution 
and thus-incur the danger of arrest and of 
actions for ‘compensation, but the trade 
itself will continue to fall off daily, aud the 
possibility of gain to the trader will bo ‘ 
still more reniote. It isnot difficult, to 
‘perceive on which side the real interest of 
the dealer actually-lies, After the issu 0 
this Notification, if the traders referred to ~ 
fail to amend their ways, and still continte 
indulging in fraudulent practices, on coms 
plaint “being -ludged by‘ ‘oreign merchants, 
they shall not only be required to make 
compensation, but shall further be visited
